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Sheep Fecundity. 

The following remarks on this 
subject we find in the columns of 
an English paper, and we do not 
doubt but that they will be scanned 
with interest by many readers of 
THE STOCKMAN: In the days of 
our grandfathers it was always a 
‘disputed point whether the slight- 
est benefit could be gained by 
causing ewes to rear two lambs in- 
stead of one. Nowadays the util- 
ity is held to be unquestionable, 
very much in consequence of ewes 
and lambs being subjected to more 
liberal feeding. In the old days 
farmers employed auxiliary feed- 
ing substances only sparingly. If 
the lambs had to be fattened off 
early, the advantage of giving a 
little special food was seen, but as 
a rule was restricted to fattening 
sheep, hence the almost universal 
opinion that it was better to have 
one strong, lusty lamb than two 
weakly ones. They also held that 
a penny saved is as good as a penny 
won, and by strictly following a 
false system of economy, not only 
refraining from high feeding, but 
from cropping the land too much, 
lest like a jaded horse it should get 
weary. The creed of the present 
generation is the other way, and it 
is only natural that a desire to in- 
crease the fecundity of flocks 
should accompany their higher 
management in respect to liberal 
feeding. As a rule, if a ewe be 
never stinted in ordinary diet, and 
have in addition a trifle of cake or 


corn daily, she will rear two lambs 
and make them at weaning time 
more lusty and thriving than the 
ewes of our forefathers could pos- 
sibly turn out single lambs when 
they had to pick up a scanty livin 
on the common, and seldom ha 
their stomachs full of anything. 
The writer of the article from 
which we have been quoting is of 
the opinion that in fecundity the 
Dcrset horns stand above all other 
breeds of sheep. He alleges that 
in the best flocks the owner can 
enerally reckon on getting 150 
ambs from 100 ewes, and that they 
usually have more twins than sin- 
gles. From a series of experiments 
conducted by the Dorchester Ar- 
ricultural Society, it has been 
shown that out of 3,547 ewes 2 to 
ram, only 60 were lost, and they 
reared 4,425 lambs, or 125 per cent. 
of lambs to ewes, with a loss of the 
latter of only 16 per cent. It is 
deubtful whether his claim of 
superiority for the Dorsets in this 
regard would be admitted outside 
of those interested in other breeds, 
as fecundity is a special point with 
several breeds of English sheep. 
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The Cattle Trusts. 

On this subject the Montana Live 
Stock Journal says: “Many stock- 
growers who joined the cattle 
trust attached themselves to it 
without knowing whether it was a 
corporation or a partnership, nat- 
urally supposing that such wide- 
spread organization and heavy 
capital implied the former. In an 
article upon this subject the Cen- 
tral Law Journal, St. Louis, an ac- 
knowledged authority upon legal 
technicalities, helds that a cattle 
trust isa partnership. This being 
the case, stockholders are liable to 
third parties as profit sharers and 
members of a partnership. The 
periodical cites a decision of the 
Louisiana Supreme Court wherein 
a cattie trust was involved. The 
Judge ruled that the concern was 
not a corporation and that indiv- 
ual members were liable for acts 
performed by agents of the part- 
nership.” If such be the fact it 
behooves those who have allied 
themselves with these trusts to 
“look a little eut” and see that the 
agents of the concern do notswamp 
them. After all, the good old way 
of men individually selling their 
own stock is the best. Cattle or 
any other trusts are too apt to 
breed a race of Canada skippers. 


— — 


The Souroe of Some Diseases. 
This is the season of year when 
fatal diseases among horses are 
frequently reported. That all kinds 
of live stock are more liable to cer- 
tain diseases, generally of a 
catarrhal nature, at this time of the 
year than any other cannot be de- 
nied; but these so-called fatal mal- 
adies are generally at some dis- 
tance away—like the milk fever in 
years gone by in the West, always 
over in the next county. There ne 
doubt are some cases of glanders 
in different sections of the country, 
and other diseases that are both 


dangerous and contagious, but 
reckless men with more horses on 


care of are generally the ones that 
are troubled with these epidemics.

The French Crisis. 

Parts, Dec. 2.—No one denies the 
gravity of the situation. Rochefort, 
the gray Memphesto, talks earnestly, 
passing from group to group. “We 
have had nothing like it since the 
commune,” sayshe, The Chamber 
canuot force Grevy to resign, but is 
trying to force him to some unconsti- 
tutional act, which would give them 
ground to condemn him for treason. 
We are in danger of a revolution. 
The mob inay march on the Elysee at 


any moment and frighten him into ro- 
signing. I¢ is all the fault of Ferry or 
our ridiculous Constitution. No Con- 
stitution could be iuferior to ours. I 
would prefer even a Monarchial one.“ 

M. Rouvier announced late last 
evening that in view of the action of 
two legisiative bodies, the President 
had devided to deliver his message to- 
day, aud this information occasioned 
another prolonged outbreak, but at 
last the Chamber agreed to adjourn 
until to-day at2o’elock. Then there 
will be more excitement, possibly 
more trouble. 

A corespondent called on Boulan- 
ger this morning at the Hotel du 
Louvre. Six months have made a 
“great change in his pularity. Still 
the ante room was filled with persons 
who wished to see him. After wait- 
ing an hour he received me. He 
walked about the room with his hands 
in his pockets during the brief con- 
versation. He has a cordial manner. 
‘My dear tellow,’ said Boulanger, lay- 
ing bis band on tay shoulder, ‘I don’t 
mind talking to newspaper men as a 
general thing, but really just now I 
cannot say avything tor publication. 
Come in after the eri is.“ Such appears 
to be the opinion of the actors in the 
affair, that the crisis has not yet ar- 
ri ved. 

Late last evening a noisy demonstra- 
tion was made in front of the Elysee, 
but the mob wasscatiered without se- 
rious results. Subsequent editions of 
the journals affirmed that Grevy had 
determined to resigr to-day. 

De Koulode, during one of the As- 
sembiv recesses, got into an alterca- 
tien witha Doputy and was removed. 
Afterward he headed a mob of 2,000 op 
the Rue Rivoli and started tor tue Ho- 
tel De Ville. The polices blocked the 
insurgents and arrested him. Wihn 
a week the circulation of Rochefort’s 
journal bas ran from 106,000 to 300,000, 
fo-day he doubled the salaries of his 
editors. 

1:30 P. M.—President Grevy’s resiv- 
nation bas been sent to the President 
of the Senate and the Chamber of Dep- 
utiés. It will be read at the sitting 
of the Chamber of Deputies. Crowds 
are in front of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. The police bave cleared the ap- 
proaches to the building, aud have 
stopped traffic in the vicinity. 

2:25 P. M.—President Grevy‘s mes- 
sage resigning the Presideucy of the 
Republic has just been read in the 
Chamber of Deputies. In it Grevy 
says he regards the votes takeu in the 
Senate and Chamber of Deputies yes- 
terday as a decisive demoustrati en 
necessitating bis resignation. After 
recalling bis services to the country, 
which assured tranquility at home and 
peace abroad, he declares that he 
leaves the office with a feeling of sad- 
ness, while declining to be responeible 
for further events.
